Address of the Editor.. 


After so many Newspapers have been withdrawn from oir— 
culation within the last two years, from being unable to support. 
themeelves, it may be thought a hazardous attempt at the pre~ 
sent moment, to start anew owe ; but the field they have left 
is large enough to admit of still more competition than is at 
present exercised in it.

Henee it is sup~ 
ported hy a large class of the more wealthy of our Countrymern 
in India, who seek with avidity after the fuilest infurmation ree 
garding their native land, and, paying liberafy for it, are thus 
sure of being supplied. 


The other Daily Paper set out on the plan of cheapness, 
intending to suit the taste as well as the means of another class, 
to whom fulloess of information was mot so much a water 
of importance as its variety and carlinese of publication, and 
who had neither time to read nor inclination te incur the exe 
pense of alarge and more comprehensive Pubiication.
